MEDICAL  INSPECTION  OF  SCHOOL  CHILDREN. 


The  present  Report  on  the  Medical  Inspection  of 
School  Children  in  Stirlingshire  is  for  the  period  from 
ist  August,  1931,  to  31st  July,  1932. 

To  the  Staff  there  were  made  some  additions  on  the 
suggestion  of  the  Department  of  Health,  Dr  Learmonth 
taking  up  her  duties  as  County  Medical  Assistant  on  the 
13th  July,  1931,  and  Miss  Beatrice  R.  Davidson  and  Miss 
Margaret  Dickie  beginning  as  Health  Visitors  on  the 
ist  of  August,  1931. 

As  previously,  in  addition  to  the  usual  routine  age 
groups,  the  visual  acuity  of  children  of  seven  years  of 
age  was  tested. 

The  number  of  schools  in  the  County  coming  under  the 
Scheme  of  Medical  Inspection  is  90,  the  number  of 
children  on  the  Register  being  29,353.05,  and  the 
average  attendance  26,646.62. 

The  following  is  a note  of  the  number  of  visits  paid  to 
schools  for  systematic  examination  in  accordance  with 
the  scheme  of  Medical  Inspection:  —

Sanitary  Conditions  of  Schools. — At  both  Shield- 
hill  and  Slamannan  Schools  a complete  system  of  water 
closets  have  now  been  installed.  The  water  supply  at 
Shieldhill  School  has  also  been  improved.  At  Slamannan 
School,  electric  light  was  also  put  in. 

At  Whins  of  Milton  the  school  drainage  has  been 
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connected  up  with  the  new  sewer  and  water  closets  are 
to  be  installed. 

Muiravonside  School  has  also  now  water  closets. 

The  County  Committee  has  had  a continuous  policy  of 
installing  water  closets  and  there  only  now  remain  three 
or  four  schools — small  and  out  of  the  way,  without  water 
closets,  the  difficulty  being  either  absence  of  suitable 
drainage  or  of  gravitation  water  supply. 

It  may  be  remembered  that  last  year’s  report  mentioned 
that  a sum  of  £9300  was  obtained  from  the  Unemploy- 
ments Grants  Committee  to  help  in  the  work  of  tar  maca- 
damising those  play'grounds  throughout  the  County  which 
were  in  urgent  need  of  repair,  and  it  was  reported  that 
61  playgrounds  were  thus  enabled  to  be  covered  with  an 
impervious  surface.  That  work  has  been  finally  com- 
pleted. These  were  of  the  older  schools,  for  as  a matter 
of  fact  the  playgrounds  of  all  the  schools  built  within  the 
last  six  years  had  their  surfaces  made  impervious  from 
the  beginning. 

School  Closure. — Throughout  the  year  two  schools 
had  each  a part  closed  to  prevent  the  spread  of  measles, 
these  being  Denny  Public  School  (Infant  Classes  2 A.  and 
2 B.)  and  Laurieston  School  (Infant  Class  III.) 

First  Aid  Appliances  for  Use  in  Schools.— A 
supply  of  these  appliances  is  kept  at  the  County  Buildings 
and  served  out  to  Head  Teachers  on  request.  Dressings 
of  this  kind  for  minor  accidents  are  continuously  in 
demand  and  they  evidently  serve  a very  useful  purpose. 

Organisation  and  Administration. — Full  details  of 
the  Scheme  of  School  Medical  Inspection  and  how  the 
various  staffs  are  co-ordinated  have  been  given  in  former 
reports.  Under  the  new  regime  the  ideal  has  been  kept 
in  view  of  the  unification  of  the  various  branches  in  the 
Public  Health  Staff  acting  as  they  now  are  under  the 
Public  Health  Committee  of  the  County. 

Attendance  of  Parents  at  Medical  Inspection. — 
The  percentage  of  parents  at  the  medical  inspection  of 
the  children  was  32.2,  slightly  greater  than  it  was  last 
year,  and  indeed  the  highest  on  record,  which  goes  to 
show  that  the  interest  and  appreciation  of  the  parents 
still  continue.

It  will  be  noticed  in  this  report  also  that  the  number 
of  special  cases  is  fully  one-half  of  the  routine  cases.  The 
reason  for  this  being  so  high  is  that  the  number  of  seven 
year  age-group  children  examined  as  regards  eyesight 
goes  to  swell  the  total  of  the  special  cases.

In  connection  with  the  8254  children  examined  in 
routine  inspection,  1308  notices  were  sent  to  parents 
regarding  some  condition  requiring  attention,  while  49^ 
similar  notices  were  issued  in  connection  with  the  5423 
special  cases. 


AMELIORATION  OF  DEFECTS. 

T he  following  three  tables  show  what  has  been  accom- 
plished in  the  way  of  amelioration  with  regard  respec- 
tively to  (a)  Defective  Vision,  (b)  Affections  other  than

Defective  Vision,  and  (c)  Verminous  Conditions.  The 
results  are  given  in  these  tables  as  formerly  for  each 
Parish,  showing  the  number  who  have  received  attention 
either  at  the  hands  of  the  oculist,  medical  attendant,  or 
otherwise.  These  cases  require  a great  deal  of  indivi- 
dual attention  on  the  part  of  the  nurses,  and  many  of 
the  cases  require  repeated  visits  to  the  homes  before  the 
desired  results  are  obtained.

Although  Dr.  Gilchrist,  the  Specialist  from  Glasgow,  as 
previously  has  done  by  far  the  greater  proportion  of  the 
work  in  connection  with  the  defective  vision,  Dr.  Ruther- 
ford, Dr.  Riddell,  and  Dr.  Learmonth,  also  gave  a small 
proportion  of  their  time  to  this  work.  As  before,  the 
two  chief  centres  are  at  Falkirk  and  Stirling.  In 
Stirling  the  accommodation  is  all  that  could  be  desired 
for  Dental  and  Eye  treatment,  part  of  the  former  Royal 
Infirmary  building;s  having  been  converted  to  this  use. 
In  my  last  report  it  was  mentioned  that  the  accommoda- 
tion formerly  available  at  the  Falkirk  Science  and  Art 
School  was  required  for  other  purposes  and  that 
fortunately  the  Property  and  Buildings  Committee  saw 
their  way  to  grant  two  rooms  at  the  County  Offices  in 
Falkirk.  These  were  properly  fitted  and  have  proved  to 
be  extremely  convenient  and  central. 

Kilsyth  Academy  and  Lennoxtown  Public  School  both 
serve  as  subsidiary  centres  for  their  respective  surround- 
ing districts,  but  in  the  Western  District  generally  owing 


to  the  comparatively  sparse  and  scattered  population  it 
is  found  that  Dr.  Gilchrist  has  to  visit  the  individual 
schools,  as,  and  when  there  is  a sufficient  number  of 
cases  in  any  given  area.

The  foregoing  table  shows  that  of  the  8254  children 
examined  on  routine  inspection  only  4 were  found  to  have 
insufficient  clothing,  4 with  clothing  which  was  ragged, 
and  4 with  clothing  which  was  dirty,  a total  of  12,  as 
compared  with  8 last  year.  The  number  of  special  cases 
that  had  to  be  dealt  with  was  8 as  compared  with  1 1 last 
year.  As  has  been  pointed  out  before  these  favourable 
results  are  in  a good  many  cases  due  to  the  efforts  of 
the  Education  Committee  and  the  Public  Assistance 
Committee  in  providing  clothing  where  cases  are  found 
to  be  necessitous.

The  above  tables  show  the  average  height  and  weight 
of  the  pupils  examined  at  the  various  age  groups  in 
routine  inspection  for  the  year  under  review.  These 
may  be  compared  with  the  figures  given  for  1930-31,  and 
also  with  the  standard  figures  for  the  whole  country. 
These  standard  figures  are  based  on  the  report  of  the 
Royal  Commission  on  Physical  Training  (Scotland) 
tables  XVI.  and  XVII.,  of  which  show  the  average 
stature  (without  shoes)  at  all  ages  of  different  classes 
of  the  population  of  Great  Britain,  and  tables  XVIII.  and 
XIX.  of  which  show  the  average  weight  (including 
clothes)  at  all  ages  of  different  classes  of  the  population 
of  Great  Britain.  As  has  been  noted  formerly  the 
statistics  of  the  average  height  and  weight  of  the  children 
at  the  four  age  groups  are  in  each  case  somewhat  greater 
in  Stirlingshire  than  are  those  recorded  as  the  standard 
for  the  whole  country.

A very  pleasing  feature  in  School  Medical  Inspection 
has  been  the  improvement  with  regard  to  cleanliness  of 
head  and  body  which  has  been  noticed  from  year  to  year. 
As  the  figures  indicate  the  difficulty  is  largely  with  girls’ 
heads,  where  the  proportion  with  nits  still  continues  to 
be  higher  than  desirable.  In  this  connection  the  practice 
of  keeping  girls’  hair  short  is  to  be  commended,  as  there 
is  no  doubt  their  heads  are  much  more  easily  kept  clean 
and  free  from  nits  and  vermin.  As  a rule  the  mothers 
are  quite  appreciative  of  the  Health  Visitors’  advice 
regarding  the  cleansing  of  heads,  but  there  is  no  doubt 
that  this  part  of  the  work  requires  more  tact  and  circum- 
spection than  any  other. 


CONDITION  OF  SKIN. 

In  last  report  it  was  recorded  that  the  figures  with 
regard  to  the  condition  of  skin  showed  general  improve- 
ment. This  year  the  figures  indicated  much  the  same 
as  in  the  previous  year.  It  will  be  noticed  that  the 
special  cases  number  90.  These  cases  are  brought  to 
the  notice  of  the  medical  assistants  by  the  teachers,  who 
are  keenly  alive  to  the  importance  of  having  such  ailments 
cured.

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Mr.  Somerville  during  the  year  was  able  to  treat  a 
larger  number  of  children  than  in  the  preceding  year, 
and  it  is  satisfactory  also  to  be  able  to  record  that  of 
the  2269  children  requiring  treatment,  61  1 , or  27  per  cent, 
were  actually  treated  by  Mr.  Somerville,  as  compared 
with  only  19  per  cent,  last  year,  that  is  to  say,  approxi- 
mately 50  per  cent.  more.  Temporary  extractions  num- 
bered 775,  and  permanent  extractions  205.  The  number 
of  fillings  was  439  as  compared  with  421  last  year. 

When  the  dentist  makes  his  inspection  of  the  teeth  of 
school  children  a notice  is  sent  to  the  parents  of  those 
requiring  treatment.  In  a Burgh  like  Stirling,  which  is 
so  well  supplied  with  dentists,  a large  number  of  the 
parents  take  their  children  to  their  own  dentists,  but  it 
would  appear  from  the  year’s  results  that  more  and  more 
parents  are  availing  themselves  of  the  services  of  the 
school  dentists. 

Whole-time  Dentists’  Work. — In  the  case  of  Mr. 
M'Queen  and  Mr.  Shearman  the  tables  of  work  give  the 
details  of  each  school  in  their  respective  areas,  as  well 
as  the  totals  in  each  area. 

This  year  Mr.  M'Queen  inspected  6140  children,  and 
the  number  requiring  treatment  was  5438,  the  number 
accepting  treatment  being  2267  or  40.4  per  cent.  Rather 
more  children  were  treated  this  }'ear  than  last  and  the 
percentage  treated  also  shows  an  increase,  being  now 
practically  double  what  it  was  five  years  ago.  It  will  be 
understood  that  owing  to  the  numbers  of  children  accept- 
ing treatment  the  period  intervening  between  visits  to 
individual  schools  is  becoming  longer.  Mr.  M'Queen 
remarks  that  it  is  taking  him  almost  two  years  to  get 
round  his  district  and  he  rather  feels  that  this  is  the 
cause  of  the  large  number  of  permanent  extractions  which 
are  necessary.  He  says  that  when  more  prosperous 
times  come  it  may  be  necessary  to  increase  the  dental 
staff. 

In  Mr.  Shearman’s  area  the  table  shows  that  35  per 
cent,  of  the  children  examined  and  requiring  treatment 
were  actually  treated  by  Mr.  Shearman  as  school  dentist. 
The  numbers  treated  were  approximately  the  same  as 
those  dealt  with  by  Mr.  M'Queen.  Mr.  Shearman  also 
is  finding  that  the  time  between  his  visits  to  the  various 
schools  is  getting  longer  owing  to  the  increased  numbers 
requiring  treatment. 
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NOSE  AND  THROAT. 

Of  the  8254  children  examined  in  the  routine  age 
groups,  1669  were  reported  as  having  nasal  catarrh,  a 
decrease  of  fully  two  per  cent,  on  the  previous  year. 
Those  with  nasal  obstruction  numbered  one-half  per  cent, 
less  than  last  year.  The  figures  referring  to  enlarged 
tonsils  show  a slightly  lower  percentage  than  the  previous 
year  and  the  percentage  of  children  with  adenoids  is 
much  the  same. 

Of  late  years  there  has  been  quite  a marked  improve- 
ment with  regard  to  these  diseases,  no  doubt  due  as  I 
have  pointed  out  to  the  close  co-operation  between  the 
County  Public  Health  Department  and  the  Nose  and 
Throat  Departments  of  Stirling  and  Falkirk  Royal 
Infirmaries  respectively.  The  number  of  school  children 
dealt  with  at  the  Falkirk  Royal  Infirmary  was  564,  and 
at  Stirling  Royal  Infirmary  282,  a total  of  846,  as  com- 
pared with  915  the  previous  year. 

The  operation  is  useful,  both  for  its  immediate,  and 
even  more  so  for  its  remote  results,  very  often  having  far- 
reaching  effects  on  the  physical  and  mental  development 
of  the  child. 

There  is  now  very  close  co-operation  between  the 
voluntary  hospitals  and  the  Public  Health  Department 
in  various  directions,  and  as  time  goes  on  this  is  likely 
to  be  extended  with  mutual  benefit. 


NOSE  AND  THROAT. 
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LYMPHATIC  GLANDS. 


The  foregoing  table  shows  that  7.1 1 per  cent,  of  the 
children  examined  in  routine  inspection  had  submaxillary 
glands  slightly  enlarged,  while  the  percentage  of  those 
with  cervical  elands  so  enlarged  was  28.61.  While  these 
figures  appear  still  somewhat  high  there  has  been  shown 
a gradual  decrease  in  the  percentage  so  affected.  These 
conditions  of  the  glands  are  very  often  temporary  and 
are  the  result  of  some  inflammatory  process  of  a greater 
or  lesser  degree.  The  danger  is  that  they  may  form  a 
ready  soil  for  infection  with  tubercle  bacilli.  It  will  be 
noticed  that  only  a very  small  percentage  were  found 
with  glands  markedly  enlarged,  and  that  in  no  case  was 
suppuration  present.

The  figures  with  regard  to  external  eye  disease  are 
slightly  less  than  in  the  previous  year,  the  percentage 
with  regard  to  blepharitis,  conjunctivitis,  and  corneal 
opacity  being  relatively  low.  The  numbers  with  regard 
to  strabismus  (squint)  are  practically  the  same  as  in  the 
previous  year.  Corneal  opacities  are  apt  to  result  from 
untreated  blepharitis  or  conjunctivitis,  and  if  the  opacities 
interfere  with  the  pupil  they  cause  loss  of  vision  more 
or  less.  As  before,  children  with  squint  are  always 
brought  before  the  school  oculist  at  the  earliest  oppor- 
tunity so  that  the  defect  may  be  remedied  as  soon  as 
possible. 

There  is  an  arrangement  between  the  County  Child 
Welfare  Committee  and  the  County  Education  Committee 
by  which  children  with  squint  under  school  age  are  dealt 
with  by  the  school  oculist.

Last  year  the  general  figure  for  good  vision  for  boys 
and  girls  together  was  81.8  as  compared  with  83.63  this 
year.  The  figures  under  review  show  that  the  percentage 
of  girls  with  good  vision  was  1.88  less  than  was  the  per- 
centage of  boys.  The  boys  with  bad  vision  gave  a per- 
centage of  6.52  as  compared  with  7.85  in  the  case  of  the 
girls.  These  results  are  in  conformity  with  what  is 
generally  found,  namely,  that  the  average  vision  of  boys 
is  better  than  that  of  girls.

The  percentage  of  children  found  on  routine  examina- 
tion with  otorrhoea  is  1.29  as  compared  with  2.2  the 
previous  year.  Otorrhoea  is  very  often  the  result  of  a 
severe  attack  of  scarlet  fever  or  measles,  although  it  may 
also  arise  from  such  conditions  as  adenoids  and  enlarged 
tonsils,  but  these  ailments  are  now  dealt  with  so  promptly 
that  they  should  be  more  and  more  a diminishing  cause. 
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The  percentage  of  children  found  with  wax  in  their  ears 
is  fairly  large,  but,  of  course,  the  condition  can  be  easily 
remedied.

The  figures  with  regard  to  hearing  from  year  to  year 
appear  to  work  out  at  approximately  the  same,  those  with 
good  hearing  numbering  97.87  per  cent.,  slightly  deaf 
1.73  per  cent.,  and  markedly  deaf  .38  per  cent.,  as  com- 
pared with  98.74  per  cent.,  .80  per  cent,  and  .45  per  cent, 
respectively  the  previous  year.  The  figures  with  regard 
to  children  markedly  deaf  have  shown  a marked  decline 
during  the  four  immediately  past  years,  being  97,  45,  37, 
and  32  respectively.

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In  routine  inspection  30  children  were  classified  as 
being  dull  or  backward,  12  of  them  however  being  already 
recognised  as  such  and  were  therefore  being  taught  in 
Special  Classes.  Two  children  were  found  to  be  men- 
tally defective,  and  being  really  ineducable,  were  certi- 
fied for  institutional  treatment  in  the  usual  way.  The 
reason  why  so  few  mentally  defective  children  are  found 
in  the  routine  inspections  in  the  ordinary  schools  is  that 
such  are  to  a very  large  extent  now  grouped  in  Special 
Classes  and  taught  by  themselves.  In  my  last  report  it 
was  mentioned  that  there  was  a proposal  to  build  a large 
central  school  to  serve  the  children  in  the  eastern  portion 
of  the  County.  It  may  be  mentioned  that  the  feu  for 
this  school  has  been  acquired  and  plans  have  been  pre- 
pared.

As  before,  organic  heart  disease  is  sub-divided  into 
two  groups,  congenital  and  acquired.  Nine  children 
were  found  with  congenital  disease  as  compared  with  live 
the  previous  year.  The  number  with  acquired  disease 
of  the  heart  was  373  as  compared  with  386  the  previous 
year,  giving  a percentage  of  4.51.  This  condition  is 
usually  a sequela  of  scarlet  fever  or  some  rheumatic 
condition.  The  latter  varies  in  intensity  so  that  while 
it  may  be  very  severe  and  unmistakable  it  may  also  mani- 
fest itself  as  slight  “ growing  pains,”  to  which  parents 
may  pay  very  little  attention.  Too  often  what  may  pass 
as  mild  rheumatic  affections,  unless  properly  treated, 
may  have  more  or  less  disastrous  results  on  the  heart, 
and  these  cause  a very  serious  handicap  throughout  life. 
Functional  conditions  of  the  heart  on  the  other  hand  are 
generally  of  a passing  nature  and  may  disappear  alto- 
gether with  proper  tonic  treatment.

In  the  case  of  children  found  in  routine  inspection 
suffering  from  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis,  the  figures 
under  the  four  headings  are  respectively  13,  4,  9 and  3, 
a total  of  29,  as  compared  with  the  previous  year’s  total 
of  25.

In  routine  inspection  one  child  was  found  suffering 
from  whooping  cough,  4 from  scarlet  fever,  and  4 from 
chickenpox.  Considering  the  prevalence  of  these 
diseases  the  numbers  are  not  large.  Teachers,  however, 
nowadays  are  on  the  outlook  for  symptoms  of  infection 
and  do  not  hesitate  to  send  suspicious  cases  home  and 
to  notify  me.  The  total  this  year  of  9 compares  very 
favourably  with  the  total  of  24  found  the  previous  year 
sitting  in  school  with  some  infectious  disease.

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Among  the  children  in  routine  inspection  29  were  found 
with  hernia,  as  compared  with  18  last  year.  Forty  were 
found  with  enuresis,  being  the  same  number  as  the  pre- 
vious year,  and  27  with  enlarged  thyroid  as  compared 
with  28  last  year.  Again  there  is  to  be  noted  the 
increased  incidence  of  enlarged  thyroid  among  girls  as 
compared  with  boys. 
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SPECIAL  SCHOOLS  OR  CLASSES. 

Defective  or  Invalid  Children. — Reports  from  my 
Department  on  defective  and  invalid  children  form  an 
important  business  at  the  monthly  meetings  of  the  School 
Medical  Committee.  Mentally  defective  children  come 
under  two  heads,  educable  and  non-educable,  the  educable 
forming  by  far  the  larger  class  and  dealt  with  by  the 
Education  Committee.  The  non-educable  are  reported 
to  the  Public  Assistance  Committee  for  their  attention. 
Both  of  these  Committees  are  now  Committees  of  the 
County  Council. 

The  defective  children  are  divided  into  mentally  defec- 
tive and  physically  defective,  and  Special  Classes  have 
been  in  existence  for  some  years  at  Stirling  and  Larbert, 
the  children  being  mostly  of  the  mentally  defective 
group.  The  Class  at  Larbert  is  by  far  the  larger,  children 
being  conveyed  to  it  from  as  far  distant  as  Kilsyth.  As 
stated  in  a former  part  of  the  report  a feu  has  now  been 
acquired  and  plans  prepared  for  a Special  School  for 
defective  children,  the  site  being  within  Falkirk  Burgh. 

So  far  nothing;  has  been  done,  however,  with  regard 
to  children  suffering  from  myopia  (short  sight),  but  a list 
of  these  children  is  being  kept  and  provision  will  be  made 
for  them.  These  are  to  be  regarded  as  physically  not 
mentally  defective,  many  of  these  myopic  children  being 
highly  intelligent. 

Dr.  Learmonth  reports  as  follows  regarding  the  Special 
Class  at  Larbert  Village  School:  — 

“ I have  had  ample  opportunity  during  the  last  year 
of  seeing  and  appraising  the  work  done  by  the  Staff  of  the 
Special  Class  in  Larbert  Village  School,  under  the  able 
supervision  of  Miss  Stewart.  Since  the  last  report  was 
issued  there  have  been  changes  in  the  staff — Miss  1 aylor 
has  left,  and  her  place  has  been  taken  by  Miss  Stewart, 
who  combines  this  post  with  that  of  the  Headmistress- 
ship  of  the  Infant  School. 

“ At  the  present  moment  there  are  58  pupils  on  the  roll 
— 14  of  whom  are  physical  defectives  and  44  mental 
defectives. 

“ Miss  MTnnes  is  now  in  charge  of  the  physical  defec- 
tives, and  considering  the  difficulties  with  which  she  has 
to  contend,  for  example,  the  varying  defects  and  ages, 
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frequent  absence  from  school,  etc.,  the  standard  of  work 
is  good,  and  the  children  have  made  excellent  progress. 
The  physical  defectives  are  practically  the  same  as  were 
mentioned  in  the  report  last  year,  with  the  addition  of 
one  child  suffering  from  a congenital  deformity  of  the 
foot  and  another  from  birth  paralysis.  Included  in  this 
class  are  two  deaf  and  dumb  children,  one  of  whom  can 
now  speak  and  read,  and  the  other  is  able  to  lip- 
read  a little.  It  is  impossible  for  the  teacher  to 

give  these  children  the  individual  attention  they  require 
except  at  the  expense  of  the  others  in  the  class,  but  as 
much  time  as  possible  is  spent  on  them.  For  the  instruc- 
tion of  this  type  of  child,  teachers  trained  in  this  parti- 
cular branch  of  the  work  are  necessary.  Miss  Taylor, 
who  had  the  children  at  the  beginning,  happened  to  be  so 
trained,  but  latterly  the  progress  of  these  two  boys  has 
been  more  or  less  at  a standstill — partly  due  to  the  fact 
that  it  is  impossible  to  devote  the  necessary  time  to  them, 
and  partly  because  there  is  no  specially  trained  teacher 
available.  There  are  several  of  these  deaf  and  dumb 
children  in  the  County  whose  parents  will  not  consent  to 
their  entering  a deaf  and  dumb  institution,  and  to  faci- 
litate their  instruction  I would  suggest  that  from  among 
those  teachers  now  commencing  special  training  for  the 
teaching  of  mental  defectives,  one,  at  least,  might  have 
a further  course  in  the  education  of  deaf-mutes. 

“ The  mental  defectives  are  divided  into  three  separate 
divisions  for  the  purpose  of  teaching — the  older  and 
higher  grade  children,  the  younger  and  lower-grade,  and 
the  ineducables.  There  are  now  eight  of  the  latter — a 
distressingly  high  proportion — and  all  of  these  are  suit- 
able cases  for  admission  to  an  Institution.  I am  strongly 
of  the  opinion  that  no  ineducables  should  be  admitted  to 
the  Special  Class.  The  inclusion  of  these  children  has 
a retarding  effect  on  the  other  pupils.  They  require 
more  than  their  share  of  attention,  and  yet  show  no 
appreciable  improvement.  It  is  altogether  an  unsatis- 
factory arrangement.  If  these  eight  were  excluded  it 
would  allow  of  the  admission  of  educable  children  who 
would  have  a chance  of  benefiting  from  the  special 
instruction  given.  In  my  district  alone,  there  are 
several  feeble-minded  children  who  should  be  attending  a 
Special  Class,  but  who,  at  the  moment,  are  unable  to  do 
so  owing  to  lack  of  accommodation. 

“ A good  part  of  the  education  given  to  these 
defectives,  both  mental  and  physical,  consists  of  hand- 
work. This  includes,  for  both  boys  and  girls,  knitting, 
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basket,  rug  and  toy  making,  and  the  girls  have  special 
instruction  in  cookery,  housewifery  and  sewing.  I saw 
specimens  of  the  work  done  during  the  last  year,  and  on 
the  whole,  these  attained  a high  standard.  The  bed  that 
has  now  been  provided,  besides  being  of  great  service 
for  children  resting  when  necessary,  is  also  used  to  teach 
bedmaking. 

“ Not  only  do  the  children  make  good  progress 
mentally,  but  in  most  cases,  there  is  marked  physical 
improvement  after  several  weeks’  'attendance,  due  largely 
to  the  plain  but  nourishing  dinner  with  which  they  are 
daily  provided.” 

Of  the  Special  Class  at  Craigs  School,  Stirling,  Dr. 
Riddell  writes  : — 

“ Although  the  composition  of  this  class  has  changed 
considerably  within  the  last  year  there  are  now  thirteen 
scholars  on  the  roll.  Their  particulars  are  given  in  the 
accompanying  table:  — 


Intelligence  Quotients  as  found  by  the  Binet-Simon  Tests. 
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“ J.  M‘F.  and  H.  T.  are  still  so  backward  that,  with 
the  time  they  have  had  in  the  class,  there  is  now  no  alter- 
native but  to  class  them  as  ineducable.  They  should 
therefore  be  transferred  to  an  institution. 

“ R.  W.  is  approximately  14  years  of  age  and  is 
unlikely  to  return  to  the  class  after  the  holidays. 

T.  G.  continues  to  improve  steadily  both  in  behaviour 
and  intelligence.  His  speech  is  also  improving. 

“ R.  L.,  one  of  the  new  admissions,  has  a weak  heart, 
poor  hearing  and  a speech  defect.  These  are  also  being 
attended  to.  His  I.Q.  has  not  yet  been  taken  owing  to 
his  marked  speech  difficulty. 

“ The  work  of  the  class  progresses  satisfactorily. 

“ Unfortunately,  there  is  not  sufficient  advantage  taken 
of  this  facility  by  the  schools  in  the  surrounding  district. 
In  the  course  of  a recent  investigation  in  the  Stirling 
Burgh  schools  I found  that  there  were  a good  many 
children  still  attending  ordinary  classes  in  these  schools 
who  should  have  been  in  special  classes  similar  to  that 
in  the  Craigs  School.  These  cases  had  never  been 
brought  to  the  notice  of  the  medical  inspector  for  special 
investigation.  The  result  is  that  when  they  reach  the 
age  of  12  years  they  are  found  to  be  unqualifiable,  and 
then  require  special  arrangements  to  be  made  for  their 
accommodation.  At  this  age,  much  valuable  time  has 
been  lost  by  the  child  and  wasted  by  teachers.  It  must 
be  remembered,  of  course,  that  not  all  cases  who  are 
unfit  to  qualify  at  the  age  of  12  years  are  to  be  classed 
as  only  fit  for  a school  for  mentally  defective  children.” 

ARRANGEMENTS  FOR  PHYSICAL  EDUCATION 
AND  PERSONAL  HYGIENE. 

The  Medical  Inspectors  keep  in  close  touch  with  the 
routine  work  of  the  Physical  Instructors. 

Of  this  branch  of  work,  Dr.  Findlay  writes:  — 

“ Owing  to  indisposition  I was  unfortunately  unable 
to  give  as  much  time  as  I had  intended  to  the  physical 
instruction  in  the  various  schools  in  my  district.  From 
the  few  inspections  which  I was  able  to  make  it  was  evi- 
dent that  the  same  good  work  in  the  physical  instruction 
of  the  children  was  being  done.  The  work  was  practi- 
cally the  same  as  that  in  former  years,  instruction  being 
given  in  all  forms  of  gymnastic  exercises  and  in  indoor 
and  outdoor  games,  and  also  in  dancing.  All  were 
carried  out  smartly  and  intelligently,  and  with  evident 
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enjoyment  by  the  pupils,  and  with  undoubted  benefit  to 
the  health  and  well-being  of  the  children.  As  in  former 
years  care  is  taken  to  see  that  no  pupil  is  given  drill  who 
is,  owing  to  some  physical  defect,  unfit  for  it.  In  such 
cases  the  drill  is  modified  or  they  are  excused  from  it 
altogether.  The  Instructors  are  again  to  be  congratu- 
lated on  their  good  work.” 

Dr.  Rutherford  reports  as  follows:  — 

“ For  the  physical  instruction  taught  in  Falkirk  High 
School  I have  nothing  but  the  highest  commendation. 
From  the  time  each  class  marches  briskly  into  the  gym- 
nasium until  the  door  closes  on  the  last  pupil  at  dismissal, 
the  atmosphere  is  one  of  high  efficiency — attention  is  on 
the  alert,  and  keenness  is  the  keynote.  This  applies 
equally  to  boys  and  girls. 

“ The  girls  under  Miss  M'Dougall’s  tuition  executed 
the  various  movements  with  precision  and  alertness.  In 
addition  to  varied  exercises,  for  example,  rope-climbing, 
and  other  gymnastic  exercises,  the  girls  were  asked  to 
dance  a minuet,  which  they  did  most  gracefully. 
Sectional  competitions  were  also  held,  which  train  the 
pupils  in  quickness  and  accuracy  of  movement,  balance 
and  co-ordination  of  hand  and  eye  movement,  while 
interest  in  the  work  is  also  stimulated  and  maintained. 

“ Mr.  Miller  expects  and  receives  the  very  best  from 
his  pupils.  He  is  himself  a font  of  untiring  energy, 
quickness  and  precision,  and  no  slackness  could  escape 
his  eagle  eye.  The  time-keeping  of  his  boys,  without 
audible  counting,  is  a marvel  of  perfection  on  which  I 
have  commented  in  former  reports. 

“ He  has  now  accomplished  one  of  his  aims — all  the 
boys  in  the  secondary  school  have  adopted  the  gymnastic 
strips  of  white  singlet  and  pants.  Perfect  freedom  of 
movement  is  thus  insured. 

“ I was  pleased  to  see  that  since  a gramophone  has 
been  provided,  Mr  Miller  has  taught  dancing  to  the 
younger  boys.  The  ‘ Dashing  White  Sergeant  ’ was 
entered  into  with  the  appropriate  spirit.  If  dancing  was 
taught  to  boys  during  their  school  curriculum  it  would 
lessen  the  number  of  self-conscious  men  later  on  at 
social  functions. 

“ Class  V.  boys  did  some  very  excellent  and  arduous 
work,  and  Mr.  Miller  is  justly  proud  of  their  performance. 
So  enthusiastic  are  some  of  the  boys  that  Mr.  Miller  has 
been  holding  classes  in  more  advanced  work  after  school 
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hours  for  those  who  desired  such  instruction,  and  these 
classes  have  been  taken  advantage  of  by  a considerable 
number.  Those  of  the  public  who  attended  the  School 
Sports  Meeting  had  an  opportunity  of  judging  for  them- 
selves the  excellence  of  the  work  done. 

“ Miss  Jarvis  continues  to  do  excellent  work  with  the 
girls  of  Stirling  High  School. 

“ I had  much  pleasure  in  seeing  a class  at  work.  The 
exercises  were  varied  and  well  chosen,  and  were  equally 
well  carried  through  by  the  pupils.  In  addition  to  devel- 
opmental exercises,  the  pupils  were  also  taught  a new 
dance,  which  they  enjoyed.  Gramophone  music  was 
provided. 

“ An  innovation  is  being  introduced  by  Miss  Jarvis  in 
the  type  of  gymnastic  costume  to  be  worn  by  the  girls. 
Shorts  and  blouses  are  to  be  worn  without  the  regulation 
tunic.  I am  in  complete  agreement  that  the  change  is 
an  improvement.  It  allows  greater  freedom  of  move- 
ment, and,  in  addition,  postural  defects,  such  as  ‘ hollow 
back,’  which  could  be  completely  concealed  under  a 
tunic  will  be  more  easily  detected  by  the  instructress. 

“ Miss  Jarvis  continues  the  remedial  work  which  she 
has  carried  out  so  successfully  in  cases  where  it  has  been 
necessary.  Quite  a number  of  pupils  have  now  benefited 
by  these  remedial  exercises,  which  cause  extra  work  to 
be  carried  out  by  the  teacher,  as  it  is  mostly  individual 
work;  but  this  has  been  carried  out  ungrudgingly  by  Miss 
Jarvis,  who  has  the  welfare  of  the  pupils  at  heart.” 

In  Dr.  Riddell’s  report,  he  states  that:  — 

“ At  Riverside  School  I inspected  two  classes  of  boys 
taking  their  physical  instruction  under  Miss  Symington. 
They  showed  commendable  smartness  and  facility.  The 
exercises  given  were  mainly  of  the  rhythmical  type,  which 
are  a great  improvement  on  the  older  fashioned  methods, 
but  apparatus  work  was  also  ably  carried  out.  In  this 
school  the  girls’  classes  are  given  net  ball  for  one  period 
each  day  during  the  summer,  in  a playground  attached 
to  the  school.  The  surface  is  covered  with  loose  whin 
chips  and  is  very  uneven,  besides  being  dirty.  A child 
falling  may  receive  a very  nasty  wound,  and  many  have 
had  to  have  first  aid  treatment.  It  would  be  a great 
improvement  to  have  the  surface  either  re-asphalted  or 
macadamised.  Apart  from  this,  the  arrangements  for 
physical  training  in  the  school  are  good. 
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“ At  Stirling  High  School  the  physical  instruction  pro- 
gresses very  satisfactorily  under  the  able  leadership  and 
supervision  of  Mr.  Murray.  During  the  past  year  no 
fewer  than  eighty-eight  boys  enrolled  in  the  various 
school  rugby  teams,  so  that  the  spirit  of  athleticism  is 
evidently  being  fostered  in  the  proper  manner. 

“ In  connection  with  the  above  two  schools,  it  is  hoped 
to  open  a swimming  pond  early  next  session,  and  this 
will  be  a tremendous  asset.” 

The  following  is  Dr.  Learmonth’s  report:  — 

“ At  both  Redding  Public  and  Larbert  Central  Schools 
I had  the  opportunity  of  seeing  several  classes  under- 
going physical  instruction. 

‘‘It  is  unfortunate  that  under  the  existing  arrange- 
ment half  an  hour  per  week  is  all  the  time  allocated  to 
each  class  for  this  important  branch  of  the  school  curri- 
culum, and  of  this  limited  time  part  is  necessarily  devoted 
to  games.  Even  with  this  short  time  at  her  disposal, 
Miss  Melville  manages  to  achieve  a high  standard  of  work 
amongst  her  pupils.  They  performed  various  routine 
exercises  with  smartness  and  appeared  alert  and  keen, 
and  were  quick  to  carry  out  commands.  The  dancing 
was  graceful  and  of  a varied  character.  Team  spirit  is 
fostered  by  net-ball  and  certain  indoor  games,  and  several 
net-ball  matches  have  been  played  between  the  different 
schools  under  Miss  Melville’s  instruction.  It  would  be 
a great  advantage  if  a separate  period  could  be  set  aside 
each  week  for  games  alone,  and  this  would  allow  of  the 
present  half-hour  weekly  being  entirely  devoted  to 
physical  exercises. 

“ The  provision  of  one  or  two  benches  at  Redding 
School  would  be  an  asset,  as  at  present  there  are  no  seats 
available  in  the  hall  for  any  of  the  children  resting  if 
necessary.  A mat  for  use  in  vaulting,  etc.,  would  also 
be  welcomed. 

“ At  the  Grangemouth  High  School  I saw  two  classes — 
one  of  boys  and  one  of  girls — at  work  in  the  gymnasium. 
They  performed  with  keenness  and  agility,  exercises  both 
with  and  without  apparatus — some  of  the  apparatus  work 
being  especially  good. 

“ This  school  has  the  advantage  of  having  its  own 
physical  instructress,  and  a good  gymnasium,  and  conse- 
quently a greater  amount  of  time  is  spent  on  physical 
instruction — each  class  having  two  periods  a week.  The 
excellence  of  the  performances  in  the  different  aspects  of 
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their  work — exercises,  games  and  dancing,  show  that 
good  use  is  made  of  the  time  allowed.  Great  credit  is  due 
to  Miss  Melville  for  the  manner  in  which  she  instructs 
the  children  and  keeps  up  their  interest  and  keenness  by 
varying  the  work  as  much  as  possible. 

“ I should  like  to  refer  here  to  Dr.  Riddell’s  report  of 
last  year,  in  which  he  advocated  a male  physical 
instructor  for  the  older  boys.  I entirely  agree  with  this 
and  think  it  would  be  a better  arrangement,  both  from 
the  point  of  view  of  the  boys  and  the  instructress. 

“ Classes  of  the  advanced  division  of  the  Grange 
School  attend  once  weekly  for  their  physical  instruction, 
and  I was  present  at  one  of  these  classes.  Their  work 
was  similar  to  that  of  the  High  School  and  attained  a 
creditable  standard,  but  here  again  there  is  the  disadvan- 
tage of  the  children  only  having  one  period  a week. 

“ In  all  the  schools  care  is  taken  to  exclude  from  drill 
any  child  who  is  not  physically  fit  for  it,  and  some  of  the 
delicate  children  only  have  a modified  form  of  drill.”

NURSES’  WORK. 


The  foregoing  table,  although  left  to  the  end  of  the 
report,  is  extremely  important,  dealing  as  it  does  with 
the  follow-up  work  of  the  Health  Visitors.  During  School 
Medical  Inspection  the  Medical  Inspectors  make  a special 
note  of  most  of  the  defects  found,  lists  embodying  these 
are  sent  on  to  the  Health  Visitors,  who  thereafter  visit 
at  the  homes  of  the  children  named.  The  number  of 
children  reported  was  4150,  and  the  number  of  visits  paid 
was  6789,  indicating  that  some  of  the  cases  required 
repeated  visits  before  the  defects  received  the  required 
attention.  The  conditions  reported  numbered  4658,  so 
that  some  of  the  children  had  more  than  one  defect.  The 
number  of  cases  with  defect  of  the  nose,  throat  and  ear, 
was  1341,  and  as  has  been  stated  in  a former  part  of 
the  report,  no  fewer  than  846  children  were  treated  by 
operation  at  Falkirk  and  Stirling  Royal  Infirmaries  for 
adenoids  and  enlarged  tonsils.  But  for  these  visits  of  the 
nurses  to  the  homes,  many  of  the  defects  found  at  School 
Medical  Inspection  would  go  untreated,  and  while  parents 
are  more  alive  to  the  advantage  of  having  ailments  dealt 
with  as  early  as  possible,  there  are  still  a few  to  whom 
repeated  visits  have  to  be  paid  before  the  desired  end 
is  obtained.
